It  contains  21  parishes  (of  which  11  are  coastal  and 
10  are  inland)  having  a total  area  of  90,799  acres  (142  square  miles), 
and  with  an  estimated  population  of  1.8,210

There  were  353  live  Births  in  the  District  (181  Male  and 
172  Female)  giving  a Birth  rate  of  19»4  per  1,000  of  the  population.

DEATHS . 

There  were  296  Deaths  in  the  are.a  (147  Male  and  149 
Female)  giving  a Death  rate  of  16.25  per  1,000.

INFECTIOuS  DISEASES. 


There  has  been  no  serious  outbreak  of  infectious  disease 
in  the  district  during  the  year.  The  largest  number  of  cases  of  any 
one.  disease,  notified  was  that  of  Whooping  Cough,  which  occurred  in 
late  summer  and  autumn. 

The  numbers  of  children  immunised  against  Diphtheria  in  the 
area  has  shown  a sharp  rise  during  the  year,  as  compared  with  the 
previous  year,  and  sessions  for  re-immunisation  were  told  in  moot 
schools  in  the  area.  The  co-operation  of  the  school  authorities  in 
this  direction  is  much  appreciated. 

The  position  as  regards  Diphtheria  Immunisation  is 
considered  very  satisfactory.
